of “curing” a cold or of “prevent­ 
ing” the catching of cold and no 
discrepancy appears to trouble 
them. 
One of the commonest of these 
problems is the cold which repeats 
itself and recurs tim e a fte r lime. 
These undoubtedly are due not to 
repeated infections but to the 
lighting up of infection th a t al­ 
ready exists in the sinuses of the 
nose. The common cold confers a 
certain am ount of im m unity, and 
when a person has a cold he is 
usually free from it for six months 
or more. If, therefore, we find a 
fellow catching cold every whip­ 
stitch we are likely to suppose 
th a t it is not a cold a t all. 


Difficult to Define 
In laying the blame on the 
sinuses, however, the doctor is 
up against some other difficulties. 
The question arises just when is 
a sinus of the nose the seat of 
chronic recurrent infection? It is 
pretty difficult to define a normal 
sinus. All the nose sinuses have a 
good many anatom ical tw ists and 
these are likely to vary a good 
deal. When drainage is good, and 
no sniffling and nose-blowing is 
troublesome, and when no obvious 
infection can be seen in the sinus, 
we may, however, say th a t it is 
normal. 
It is not easy to infect a normal 


ness of the little brushes on the 
cells (ciliary movement) which 
normally sweep bacteria th at hap­ 
pen to light in the nose out into 
the outdoor world. 
3. Mechanical interference with 
the passages from the nose due to 
abnormal structure. 
4. Unusual environm ental con­ 
ditions. 
Chronic Sinus 
Pain and headache do not occur 
very frequently with chronic sinus 
infection. Only when one special 
group of sinuses is involved. Dis­ 
charge, however, is a regular sign 
and a feeling of being stuffed up 
also i« quite common. 
W ith repeated catching cold, I 
should say th a t the most im por­ 
tant exam ination th a t could be 
made would be by a specialist— 
an exam ination of the inside of 
the nose with a specially lighted 
instrum ent. 
In treating the condition to pre­ 
vent recurring colds we do not 
stress diet or vaccine or medicine 
particularly a t all. 
Occasional 
cleansing irrigation of the sinus 
is valuable. 
The m ost valuable 
thing is to remove spurs or devi­ 
ation in the bone which lead to the 
dam m ing back of secretions which 
them selves become so easily in­ 
fected.

Course for O fficials’ 
Counting Lessons Urged 


By Lawton Carver 
NEW YORK, Nov. 19—Football, long since recognized as possibly 
the most intricate of contact games for the spectators to follow and 
for the players to play, has reached the point this season where even 
the officials spend a part of their time stumbling around in rapt be­ 
fuddlement. 
As a result, the various associations and committees 
which govern the game are going to do some lengthy haranguing be­ 
fore next fall in an effort to forestall another such campaign as this 
one. 
The latest untoward incident, of course, was Dartmouth’s 3 to 0 vic­ 
tory as of yesterday in the game 
which Cornell won by 7 to 3 on 
Saturday while the officials were 
looking the other way. 
Finally 
convinced that their team had 
scored its seven points with the 
aid of a fifth down, Cornell offi­ 
cials themselves reversed the out­ 
come and gave the game to Dart­ 
mouth by the margin of the lat- 
ter’s field goal. 
But that won’t end the hang­ 
over of officiating which at times 
has been utterly unique this sea­ 
son. Some of the skullers haven’t 
been publicized so much because 
outcome of the game w as not 
vitally affected, but the point is 
this been a memorable campaign 
for the gents in the white panties. 
Safeguards Needed 
They have brought on them­ 
selves whatever chastisement they 
suffer and also, unwittingly, prob­ 
ably have paved the way to better- 
officiating. 
There will be some 
safeguards found to prevent a 
mixup on downs and on yardage 
on penalties, the two features 
which have caused most of the 
commotion 
this 
year, leaving

a-fuming over the nonsense. 
The Cornell-Dartmouth incident 
is without precedent, and is the 
less understandable because Red 
Friesell, of Pittsburgh, who pulled 
the skuller generally is recognized 
as one of the most competent of­ 
ficials in the East. 
In his explanation, Friesell ad­ 
mitted that he had become mixed 
up on the number of downs, and 
let Cornell go on to a fifth down 
and to a victory with a few sec­ 
onds left to play. 
Friesell admitted his error and 
elaborated 
on 
what 
happened. 
After a Cornell first down on the 
six-yard line, he said, there were 
three line plays which gained five 
yards, 
then an extra time-out 
penalty which cost Cornell five 
yards, and then a forward pass 
into the end zone, which Dart­ 
mouth knocked down. 
That was 
four downs, and the ball should 
have gone over to Dartmouth on 
the 30-yard line, but instead he 
let Cornell run another play—the 
winner. 
Only a couple of wreeks ago a 
penalty in the Notre Dame-Navy j 
game was counted off nine yards j 
short of the stipulated 15, and 
some of the observers still are 
chattering about a ruling in the 
Army-Notre Dame game. 
Learn to Count 
A solution to all this may be 
for the officials w'ho select the 
field officials to make sure that 
the latter can count. That seems 
to be the main thing wrong with 
them, a slight deficiency in mathe­ 
matics when it comes to keeping 
up with the downs and stepping 
off yardage.
